NEW UNIVERSITY MOVEMENT. 

Now that it is known that Edmon- 
ton is to have a University before 
many years, the educational world 
will naturally feel interested in a new 
step taken in the East tending to- 
ward the concentration of college for- 
ces. 

Prince of Wales College in Prince 
Edward Island has through its legis- 
lature made application for affilia- 
tion with the McGill, This makes a 
unified chain of educational institu- 
tions, stretching across Canada, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific with Mo- 
Gill as the central link. Some time 
ago Vancouver made application and 
was admitted. 

Prince of Wales as a small institu- 
tion, has been in friendly relation- 
ship with McGill for a long time, and 
it has now been decided to make some 
practical use out of this friendship. 
The course in the smaller college in- 
stead of trying to branch out into 
mining, metallurgy and other higher 
forms of education will limit ita cur- 
er. Major Audain acted as best 
first two years of arta or science. 
These two foundation years will then 
be accepted by McGill in exactly the 


same manner as though the student 
had attended lectures in Montreal, 
and he will be enabled to continue 


his studies at McGill, entering the 
third year without having to pass 
any entrance examinations. 

This widespread affiliation with a 
Montreal university naturally pleases 
Montreal, and a contemporary com- 
ment that this system of affiliation 
is to be regarded as a very important 
factor in the educational development 
of Canada. It covers, the writer says, 
in a way which no other action could 
the idea of unification which eventu- 
ally must lead to the higher educa- 
tion of coming generations.

THE OIL, GAS: 
PROSPECTS OF ALBERTA 


Investigation of Mr. Thos. Denis of These 
Mineral Areas in the Province for the Geo- 


logical Department, Shows an Abun- 
dance of all Three. 


AND COAL 


On the 18th of June, Mr. Denis left 
Ottawa for the west to investigate the 


development of the oll and gas fields 
and of the coal mining industry. 

It is now more than fifteen years 
since attention was brought to the 
occurrences of oil in the region of 
the South Kootenay pass by Dr. Sel- 
wyn, in the report of the Geological 
Survey for 1681, but it is only since 
1908 that boring operations on a com- 
paratively large scale were undertak- 
en, At the time of my visit in July, 
1906, there were five companies work- 
ing actively in the district as fol- 
lows: 


The Companies at Werk. 


The Western Oil and Coal Company 
Limited, offices at Vancouver, B.C., 
have two drilling rigs in operation, 
one in Pine creek, and another on 
the shore of Upper Waterton lake. 
One of the wells on Pass creek is said 
to have struck a fair quantity of oil; 
it is claimed that it could pump fit- 
teen to twenty barrels a day, but ow- 
ing to the lack of transportation ‘a- 
cilities, the Company was not pr>- 
ducing at the time. On Watertoa 
lake, a depth of 1,800 feet had been 
reached. The intention was to go 
2,000 feet and to move the rig to n 
roint near the mouth of Oil cree, 
about one-third of a mile from ths 
first well. 

The Rocky Mountain Oil Develo >- 
ment Company, office at Pinch · e 
Creek are operating on the Alber · a 
side ot South Kootenay pass, on O + 
cree’, at Oil City. One well strux« 
oil at a depth of 1,080 feet, and for 
some time flowed by itself. Somes 
barrels of oil are stored in galvanize’ 
tanks erected near the well. A small 
still has been contrived and produces 
gasoline, kerosene and lubricating oil 
for the use of the camp and surround- 
ings. The illuminating oil is of a 
very good quality, and burns without 
soiling the lamp chimneys. 

a The well has been capped and is 

, held in reserve until there are better 

0 shipping facilities. It is said that 
KH it would pump fifteen to twenty bar- 
rela per day. The company was put- 
ting down another hole some 1,500 
feet higher up the creek. 

There seems to be but little room 
for doubt that all the above wells, as 
also the one being put down by the 
8. E. British Columbia Land and Oil 
Company subsequently referred to, 
start at the surface, in strata of Cam- 
brian age, or older, which have been 
thrown over younger formations of 

taceous age, by a huge overthrust 
fault. 

In the Report of the Geological 
Survey for 1808, Dr. G. M. Dawson, 
referring to the numerous seepages 
found in the region of both sides of 
the divide, expresses himself as fol- 
lowa: »The indications certainly seem 
to be sufficiently promising to war- 
rant some outlay in work of this kind 
notwithstanding the generally dis- 

thed and broken character of the 
formation of the region. 

It has also been suggested that the 
older atrata, which, owing to the over- 
thrust, overlie the Cretaceous mea- 
surea here, could act as the impervi- 
cover necessary for the gathering 


of the oil, and that petroleum exiata 
in the contact gone. i 


The Operations at Pincher. 

The Canadian Northwest Oil Com- 
Pany, office at Pincher Creek, Alta., 
are working farther north on the 
south fork of the Oldman river, eigh- 
teen miles directly west of the town 
of Pincher Creek. This company con- 
trols several sections in township 6, 
range 3, west of the 5th meridian. 
In July, 1906, they were preparing to 
put down a bore hole on section 15 
of the above township, and the treat- 
er part of the machinery was on the 
ground at the time. 

This location is at the base of the 
foothills, some fifteen miles east of 
the summit, and the surface rocks are 
here referable to the Upper and 
Middle Cretaceous. 

The Canadian Pacific railway is 
also undertaking a deep boring test 
near Medicine Hat. They have es- 
tablished a boring rig at Dunmore 
junction, and intend to put down a 
well to 3,000 feet. These operations 
are under the immediate supervision 
of Mr. Eugene Coste. 

The result of these borings, which 
are 170 miles apart, will be awaited 
with great interest; but there still 
remains a large territory yet untest- 
ed, to the south of the tailway, where 
chances of striking oil might be 
equally good. The superficial cover- 
ing is so thick and so uniform that 
very little information as to the un- 
derground contours can be obtained. 
It is to a great extent a matter of 
onerous testing by bore holes. 

The 8. E. British Columbia Land 
and Oil Company, offices at ‘The 
Dell,’ Oregon, is operating cn Aka- 
mina creek, four miles west of the 
summit of the South Kootenay pass. 
Work was begun in the spring of 1906 
with a rig which was brought in 
across the line from Montana. In 
the first week of July the boring had 
reached a depth of 800 feet. 

Another company, the Canada West- 
ern Oil Company, office at Greenwood 
B.C., has control of 620 acres on 
Kishehena creek, which is practically 
the lower part of Akamina. They in- 
tended to begin operations this sum- 
mer. 

Along the Athabaska. 

A few years ago the Geological Gur- 
vey put down a bore hole on the 
Athabaska river, at Pelican portage, 
some 125 miles from Athabaske Land- 
ing. At 800 feet the drill struck a 
strong flow of natural gas, and drill- 
ing operations were abandoned. The 
flow continued and the well has been 
burning since. Owing to reports on 
the part of travellers and traders, 
that the flame attained great heights 
and that a large supply of natural 
fuel was going to waste, Mr. Denis 
was instructed to make a thorough 
examination of the well, and to report 
on the advisability of taking steps 
towards extinguishing it and plug 
ging it at the seat of the casing. 

On examination it was found that 
the reports had been greatly exagger- 
ated. The vas escapes out of the 
ground through a four-inch pipe, and 
the flame, by actual measurements, 
taken on the second of August, in 
calm weather, did not exceed a height 


or the partial 
hole, by the caving 

The effect of this escape of gas on 
an rground supply would, more- 
over, be insignificant as compared 
with the escape from “natural gas 
springs,” which occur at several 
places lower down the Athabaska riv- 
er, and which certainly have the same 
origin, and come to the surface 
through fissures on the rock. Ot 
these, Mr. McConnell in his report on 
the district, says, that “Some of the 
jets burn steadily when lighted, until 
extinguished by heavy rains or strong 
wind, and afford sufficient heat to 
cook a camp meal.” When it is real- 
ised that this has been going on for 
geological ages, within a few miles 
of the Pelican Rapids well, the quan- 
tity of gas which has come out of 
this bore hole is entirely insignifi- 
cant. 

During the Sourse of the summer, 
two drilling rigs were shipped down 
the Athabaska to bore for oil in the 
vicinity of Fort McMurray. The re- 
sults of their operations will be await- 
ed with great interest. 

The Vear’s Work. 

The following short account of the 

development of the western coal in- 
dustry during the past year is given 
as the result of a visit to the various 
fields: 
The coal industry along the Crow’s 
Nest branch of the Canadian Pacific 
railway is developing very quickly. 
At Taber, some thirty miles east of 
Lethbridge, the Reliance Coal Com- 
pany, which started work about a 
year ago, have now a very complete 
surface plant, and are placing coal 
on the market. The Taber Coal Com- 
pany have improved their plant, and 
are now in a position to produce 300 
tons a day. 

At Lethbridge, the Alberta Railway 
and Irrigation Co., late Alberta Ry. 
and Coal Company) have extended 
their workings under the valley of 
the river. They are continually in- 
troducing improvements and addi - 
tions at their colliery, the latest being 
a new Rand compressor with a free 
air capacity of 3,300 cubic feet 2 
minute. 

The Diamond Coal Company are at 
present starting to develop a colliery 
six miles north of Lethbridge on ‘the 
opposite bank of the river. The in- 
tention of the Company is to develop 
the property for the next eighteen 
months, at which time the new Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway bridge spanning 
the valley is expected to be completed 
and will bring the line of railway 
within a short distance of the mine. 

At Lundbreck the Lund-Brecken- 
ridge Coal Company's mine, which 
was only in the development stage 
last year, is now the centre of quite 
a large settlement. It has a very 
compleie and up-to-date surface plant 
with a steel head frame sixty-five feet 
high. The mine only began shipping 
in April, and has now an output of 
160 to 200 tons a day. The capacity 
of the screens 1s at present 500 tons? 
but it is capable of large extensions. 

At Frank, the Canadian-American 
Coal Company’s principal addition 
their surface works is a tipple which 
is now in course of construction and

The West Canadian Collieries Com- 
pany, offices at Blairmore, who have 
the only installation in the west of 
mechanical coke ovens ,(a set of Bel- 
gian ovens of the Bernard type), had 
been rather troubled by the high con- 
tents in ash of their coke. They have 
installed at Lille a splendidly equip- 
ped washer, designed to wash all coal 
sent to the coke ovens under three- 
quarters of an inch in size, with the 
result that the ash in the coke has 
been reduced by one-half. The wash- 
er comprises Luhrig jigs and Spite- 
katsen, and can treat 300 tons in a 
day of ten hours; all the labor in con- 
nection with it is performed by one 
man at the engine and one laborer. 
Both collieries, Lille and Bellevue, 
were working steadily all the year. 

At Coleman, the International Coal 
and Coke Company are building nine- 
ty additional coke ovens of bechive 
patterns. This will double their cap- 
acity. The colliery has a very up-to- 
date plant and a steady output. 

On the British Columbia side of 
the Crow’s Nest pass the coal indus- 
try has been very active. One of the 
noteworthy features is the start which 
the Canadian Pacific railway is mak- 
ing to mine coal at Hosmer, a station 
on the railway about eight miles north 
of Fernie. The work, up to July had 
mainly been of a prospecting nature 
but there seems to be little doubt that 
an important colliery will soon be add 
ed to those of the Crow’s Nest pass 

The Imperial Coal Company, who 
own some coal lands on Fording river, 
a tributary of the Elk river, above 
Michel creek, have begun surveys for 
a line of railway to tap their areas, 

So far, the only producing coal 
company of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
field, ia the Crow’s Nest Coal Com · 
pany. This company has two col- 
lieries working actively, at Coal creek 
and at Michel, and a third one at 
Carbonado, on which a great deal of 
work has been done, but which is not 
producing at present. The year’s 
main improvements at these two col- 
lieries have been the completion of a 
steel tipple of Coal creek, designed 
to handle an output of 4,000 tons in 
10 hours, and the installation of com- 
pressed air haulage at the Michel col- 
liery to replace horse haulage. Prac- 
tically one-half of the coal output is 
used in the manufacture of coke, 
which is shipped to the West Kooten- 
ay smelters, or exported . 

The Nichola valley is now entered 
by a branch line of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway from Spences Bridge. It 
is expected that this will beropen for 
traffic during the autumn. The 
transport facilities thus afforded 
should be an incentive to prospecting 
for coal in this region. Coal certainly 
occurs there, but nothing very difi- 
nite is yet known as to the extent of 
the fields. The Diamond Vale Coal 
Company has been the most active in 
the work of prospecting. They have 
a diamond drill at work continuously 
on their Quilchena area. 

A couple of diamond drill holes 
were also bored during the year in 
the valley between the Coldwater and 
the Nicola rivers. 1 

The Pacific Coal Company, with 
mine at Bankhead, near Banff, Al- 
berta, have completed and put in op-

tn the Edmonton District. 

In the Edmonton district, all the 
coal mines have been very active, 
and everywhere, provision was being 
made for a greatly increased output. 
The city of Edmonton has been grow- 
ing very rapidly and the market for 
coal has naturally grown in propor- 
tion. 

The feature of the year in the dis- 
trict has been the inauguration of 
mining by shafts. Previously, all the 
mines were worked by tunnels driven 
into the banks of the Saskatchewan 
river, but there are now three mines 
that have sunk shafts from sixty to 
195 feet. The individual preduction 
of the mines is so far small, the larg- 
est not exceeding 200 tons in two 
shifts. 

Mr. Denis also made a short visit 
to the Pembina River coal crops some 
seventy miles west of Edmonton. 
There are in .township 53, several 
seams of what appears to be high 
grade lignite. Two of these exceed 
twelve feet in thickness, and are lying 
almost horizontally.

During 
the course of his speech the Minister 
of the Interior ventured to refer to the 
manner in which western lands had 
been handed out to railway compan- 
ies by the Government, whereupon 
the member for North Toronto grew 
exceedingly uncomfortable, and asked 
and was granted, the privilege of in- 
terjecting a five minutes oration of 
his own. Later in the evening Mr. 
Foster spoke on the subject and 
broke with both the previous and 
subsequent speakers on his side by 
attacking the principle of the bill 
without reserve, particularly the sec- 
tion which permits the purchase of 
pre-emption quarter-sections. 

Whatever others might do Mr. 
Foster made it plain that he was out 
in open and avowed enmity to the 
principle of the bill. The Govern- 
ment he said in effect was giving 
another quarter-section to those who 
already had one; this bonus“ had 
not been demanded, was not required, 
and in giving it the Government was 
simply in effect taking millions of 
money out of the Federal treasury and 
Aistributing it among the farmers of 
the west and for this demanded no 
return to the people of Ontario who 
were shareholders in the lands. 

The attitude of Mr. Foster may 1.0 
easily understood both from his atti- 
tude toward land speculators when |» 
office, and his attitude toward lan!

To the comfortably situated farmer 
the yreater portion of the price will 
not be the $3 per acre but the neces: 
sity o! leaving his home and under 
taking again the hardship of pioneer 
life while he does homestead duties 
on the pre-emption quarter. 

Last year the average price receiv- 
ed for C. P. R. land was $6.50 per acre. 
To the comfortably situated Manitoba 
farmer is $3 per acre with residence 
and settlement duties a lower price 
than $6.50 with no such duties? Un- 
less so, the fears of Mr. Greenway and 
his new found admirers are groun4- 
less. And it must be remembered 
that $3 is the lowest possible price 
for pre-emptions. The average would 
certainly run considerably higher. 
the inducement to the Manitoba farm- 
er to migrate. 

Their ready applause of these er- 
roneous views only serves to illustrate

40,000,000 ACRES MORE LAND FOR 
SETTLEMENT. 

Canada has 40,000,000 acres of new 
land to give away to the men who 
ate willing and able to settle upon it 
to cultivate it. 

This land comprises odd numbered 
sections in western Canada hereto- 
fore locked up in the reserves from 
which railway companies were entit- 
led to select their grants. These 
grants have now been practically se- 
lected, and the balance of the re- 
serves reverts to the Dominion and 
is available for settlement. 

This enormous area is the equiva- 
lent of 62,500 square miles, or a block 
of land 100 miles wide and 625 miles 
long. It is equal to 1,736 townships, 
each six miles square. It contains as 
much land as the entire province of 
Manitoba, one-quarter as much as the 
province of Saskatchewan or Alberta. 
It is one-quarter larger than the com- 
bined areas of New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia and Prince Edward Island. 

Hitherto this immense area has 
been to all practical purposes both 
to the settler and to the country tied 
up by the improvident railway char- 
ters and land grants of the former 
government. It has provided livell- 
hood for no one, has contributed no- 
thing to the commerce ‘and wealth of 
the people,and borne no share of the 
financial burdens of the country. 

More than this, the reservation of 
the odd numbered sections has work- 
settlement and de- 
velopment of the western country. 
With every alternate section held 
from occupation density of settlement 
has been impossible in the districts 
affected, and immigration has been 
deflected from these to possibly less 
desirable localities where this im- 
pediment did not exist. With the 
removal of this barrier settlers will be 
enabled to occupy hitherto unsettled 
district without incurring the penalty 
of isolation and the lack of schoo! and 
other facilities possible only in a 
reasonably well settled district. 

The railway reserve land now being 
released is the equivalent of 250,000 
homesteads of 160 acres each. Cal- 
culating the average family as num- 
bering five, this land alone will afford 
homes for an agricultural population 
of 1,250,000 souls. 

There are still unoccupied some 
40,000,000 acres of even numbered sec- 
tions in the Canadian west, and when 
to this are added the 40,000,000 acres 


ed against the 
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from railway reserves, the Dominien 
will have 60,000,000 acres of land un- 
settled and untilled lying within the 
proved agricultural belt of the fertile 
west. 

Upon the proper disposition of this 
land depends the continuance of Can- 
ada's ptosperity, and the future sta- 
bility of the Canadian west. Placed 
in the possession of men who will eul- 
tivate and develop it, the future of 
the west and the prosperity of the 
Dominion are assured; allowed to 
pass into the hands of speculators 
who would exact a penalty from the 
prospective tiller, the settlement of 
the west must be paralysed, develop- 
ment must cease and the progress of 
the entire Dominion must be cheeked. 

This entire domain of 80,000,000 
acres, it is proposed to place in the 
possession of actual farmers, trans- 
ferring the land direct from the gov- 
| ernment and in such a manner as to 
prevent either railway company or 
speculator interposing between the 
land and the man who wans to culti- 
vate it, and make it productive. This 
is the purpose of the new Land act 
now before the House of Commons, 
and when the act becomes law any 
odd numbered section in the west re- 
maining in possession of the govern- 
ment will be open for homestead 
entry, in the same manner and on 
the same conditions as an even num- 
bered section. 

Moreover, the government recognize 
the desirability of enabling the set- 
ter to secure a farm larger than the 
169%acres for which homestead entry 
is do be made. For this purpose a 
homesteader wishing to do so will be 
allowed to “ preempt” another quar- 
ter section. The “‘ pre-emption’ con- 
sists in purchasing the land at a 
price not less than three dollars per 
acre, and to assure the land going in- 
to possession of a farmer instead of 
a speculator, the terms of purchase 
include settlement and cultivation 
duties similar to the homestead re- 
quirements. It will thus be within 
the power of every bona-fide home- 
steader to secure at a moderate price 
and for actual farming purposes, a 
second quarter section, But it will 
not be within the power of a specule- 
tive individual or company to secure 
the land and hold up the settler who 
may in future wish to acquire and 
cultivate it. 

It is by no means strange that this 
proposal should meet with the un- 
qualified disapproval of Hon. G. E. 
Foster, and with the ill-disguised dis- 
approval of his parliamentary friends. 
The spectacle of this immense domain 


ipte the hands of the 
farmer without termediate rake- 
off of the middiethah may well appal 
that veteran architect of speculative 
enterprises. And if aught more were 
needed to complete his horror it is 
provided by the fact that 40,000,000 
actes of this domain have been res- 
cued from the grip which he and his 
{friends enabled the railway compan- 
des to lay upon it.
